During tho year 1882 the loss by firo in 


the United States was §8,505,024, and in 
Canada 83,605,010. In tho eight years 
past, beginning with tho record of 1875. 
tho losses in tho United States were 55598,- 
447,fi09, and in Canada 578,779,390, or tho 
great total ot $672,200,999. 


The bill which has'-passed the legisla- 


ture makes a.radical change in the man- 
ner of dealing with tramps. It provides 
that all male persons.sixteen years or.up- 
wards found in town, city or village, with- 
oiit'visible niearis of 
• support, or found 


drank and disorderly, are deemed tramps 
m the provisions of -the act. Punishment 
for those convicted under the act is pro- 
vided for by .fifteen days in the county 
jail, or by confinement'in the state prison 
for a period not exceeding one year. The 
bill restricts justices of the peace from 
jurisdiction to issue process or to conduct 
examination. When on.examination the 
accused is held for trial, the record of the 
examination 'must tie presented to tho 
county or municipal court ot .such coun- 
ty and the accused be ordered 'to appear 
forthwith before .such :court .for. trial. 
Should the defendant plead guilty, the 
judge at once pronounces 'sentence, bat 
should tho defendant-plead not guilty, 
the bill provides that a jury be impan- 
neled and the:defendant put on trial un- 
less the case be continued. In case the 
court have no regular panel of jurors 
present, an order for a special venire is to 
be given in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the statutes. 


. The legislature decided yesterday to 
adjourn pithout date, next Wednesday 
noon. There is still r. great amount ofbusi- 
ness to be done, and much 6£ it will not bo 
done at all, and much will be but poorly 
dono. In tho face of so much work on 
hand, it is said it is probable that the 
time will bo extended a day or two. 


"We hope the bill now before the assem- 


bly which provides for the bettor compil- 
ation of vital statistics, will bo passed. A 
dispatch from Madison to the Milwaukee 
Sentinel says that according to the pres- 
ent arrangement the statistics are very 
incomplete, owing to the failure of phy- 
sicians to make tbe required reports. The 
pending bill makes no other change than 
that relieving physicians from the duty 
ot making returns and requiring asses- 
sors to collect them. Tho proviso is ad- 
ded that in cities boards of health shall 
collect the statistics through their officers- 
Tho present books of record.in tho reg- 
ister's office and m secretary of state's 
office will need no change. No additiona 
expense is entailed except as is incurred 
by the greater number - of returns that 
will be made by this change.

There seems to hove been a mania this 


winter for the incorporation of cities. 
When one looks around, he will find that' 
nearly every 'village in tho state has 
been incorporated'as a city. Even Antigo, 
inLauglade county, made application 
for a city charter. It kris only one hun- 
dred and thirty voters, not as many as in 
the fifth ward o£ JaiesvUle, and yet it 
wanted a city charter. The bill.failed to 
pass, not because thoro -were more stumps 
in.the village than inhabitants,^iit be- 
cause there -were local complications, that 
divided tho sentiment of the people—It 
is 
said 
that.

have been incorporated as cities. Some 
ot the bills have bden rushed through 
•with remarkable speed, one in particular 
being before tho governor for his signa- 
ture in fifteen minutes after tho rules 
were suspended and tho bill put on its 
passage. It is said that the reason so 
many villages made application for city 
charters, is due to a recent decision of 
tho supremo court, which virtually, dis- 
franchises tho electors of a village in vot- 
ing for town officers and makers them in- 
eligible to hold town offices by prohibit 
ing tho village residents from voting fo. 
town' officers at any point in the township 
outside tho boundaries ot tho village, 
thus divorcing tho township and-village 
for voting purposes. To escape from.this 
anomalous condition is bill designed to 
remedy the defect has passed tho legis- 
lature, and it also applies to cities.

There has been, so much said this win- 


ter against tho present method of deal- 
ing with tramps, that a bill has just 
paased.the legislature" which will inau- 
gurate a reform in the manner of pun- 
ishing them. A Madison correspondent 
of tlio Milwaukee Sentinel telegraphs 
that' reports received there say there 
ia intense feeling in Kenosha county

It is said that ,?2,700 was 
paid out last year as justices' fees alone, 
and that other fees amounted to $7,700 to 
administer justice to the tramps infesting 
Kenosha county. The tramps are de- 
scribed as as a harmless sot ot fellows, 
who go iu parties and present themselves 
to the officers for arrest. The next day 
their arraignment takes place and they 
aro committed to jail at an expense to tho 
county, summed up as follows: Justice's 
foes, $2.68; officer's Ices, 5G cents; anoth- 
er looking up, 50 coats; discharge 00 
cents, and 50 cents daily, for board; total- 
lor aine days, $16.10: When the tramps 
aro discharged the excellent treatment 
they receive indw* thorn to hang around, 
and be rearrested, giving a different 
name The same farce i? re-enacted, the: 
officers pocket their fees and the tramp 
is happy. Members of the assembly .re, 
port that tho excitement last week reach-; 
ed fever heat, in one day eighty-seven- 
tramps being confined- in the Kenoeha 
jail. Several huudred farmers and tax-, 
payers hold an indignation meeting, and 
decided that unless the legislature 
ohould enact tho vagabond law they, 
would arm themselves with heavy cow. 
hides, force entrance-into tho jail and 
•whip the tramps across the state line into' 
Illinois.

The Shoe and Leather Reporter calla 


-, attention to the remarjrable. change that , 


I iais taken place'iivmen's foot gear during' j 
!.Tecerityears, and;"a:ttributes: to'-it some 


notable changes 'in the leather trade. 
Less than thirty years ago, the man who 
wore shoes was an exception. It was 
heavy boota, common boots and light j 
boots—boots for "the fiQld, the workshop, 
the drawing'room; or the'dancing saloon, 
but always : boots.1' In--very hot weather 
low shoes were sometimes admissible, 
but the tailor would always insist that 
no gentleman would -wear shoes in full 
dress, since without the boot logs the 
pantaloons could not. sit.well. It would 
seem, m;fac.t, that.Boots; came in as knee 
breeches'went but;' for iti the'days'before 
Bliicher ami Wellington buckle shoes 
and small clothes were tho rule.

Aside from the curious feature of the 


change in!styles, tho; Reporler notices.a 
practical question for 'tanners as to how; 
far the "decreased manufacture of boots 
affects the consumption of leather. The 
ordinary boot leg ; above the ankle 
takes from ono and one-half to one and 
three-fourths .feet of leather, or not less 
than three fqetto the pair, which is about 
as much as/is recLuir.ei.for;;the foot por- 
tion of the' boots. "In round numbers we 
might say tho consumption of • upper, 
'leather for shoes is'only one-half as much-, 
as would be required for boots. Thus 
considering the subject, it appears that a' 
.production of upper leather that would 
be sufficient fpr,. say,. 15,000,000 pairs of 
boots in 1870"would still" be ample for- 
30,000.000 pairs of shoes in 1SSO. Tho 
increase in the production of upper 
leather since '1870, while it bus not been 
in proportion to tho growh of boot and 
shoe manufacturing, baa unquestionably 
been somewhat in- excess of the actual 
demand for" leather, so that tho buyers 
have had the advantage.. Whether there 
is still an overproduction or not is an 
open question',-.b.ut from the small stocks 
of upper. Ieathor,..including'calfskin31 now 
ottering in .the principal markets, it looks 
as though the-point of equilibrium had at 
last been reached. M this proves to be 
the case, and .the:business of the coming. 
season will develop it, then any further 
growth of the. boot and-.shoe manufac- 
turing must have a direct' effect on tho 
leather 'markets, and tbe demand will 
have to be met by a corresponding in- 
crease in the activity of tanners. It must 
also be .-borne in : mind' that, although 
boots arc on.their last, legs, so to speak, 
just now, thero is no certainty that they 
may not again, come, in to favor. Fash- 
ions have.:a curious:.-.way of i repeating 
themselves, and.if boots were the style we 
would all wear boots, irrespective of con- 
siderations of comfort or convenience, 
just as we now wear shoes. The tanners
